Argument 



The rule that governs restriction in this case is PCT Rule 13.1 : 

13.1 : The international application shall relate to one invention only or to a 
group of inventions so linked as to form a single general inventive concept 
("requirement of unity of invention.") 

PCT Rule 13.2 describes the circumstances in which the requirement of Unity of 
Invention is to be considered fulfilled: 

13.2: Where a group of inventions is claimed in one and the same international 
application, the requirement of unity of invention referred to in Rule 13.1 shall be 
fulfilled only when there is a technical relationship among those inventions 
involving one or more of the same or corresponding special technical features. 
The expression "special technical features" shall mean those technical features 
that define a contribution which each of the claimed inventions, considered as a 
whole, makes over the prior art. 



The issue is whether there is a special technical feature that links the 
inventions of Groups l-VI. 

Applicants agree with the examiner that the special technical feature is the 
inventive P450 monooxygenase. However, applicants do not agree that Munro et al. 
teach a P450 monooxygenase. The present invention makes available novel 
cytochrome P450 monooxygenases having modified substrate specificity or modified 
, substrate profile. In particular, monooxygenase mutants are to be provided which, in 
comparison with the non-mutated wild-type enzyme, are enzymatically active with 
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structurally clearly different substrates.
